W allington.—Leonard Wood, major 
general of the United States army, has 
accepted Jhe presidential appointment 
as governor general of the Philippine 
islands.

There are many Filipinos 
who hold that Uncle Bain should give 
instant freedom to the islunds. 
The 
feeling in Washington turning the ad­ 
herents of the present udnxinistr-Jtiou 
is that lite Islands ate not yet ready 
for self-rule. 
One of General Wood s 
tasks will he to reconcile the islanders 
to a continuation of government by 
Uncle Ham, although the Filipino tie 
day has a large share in (lie work of 
governing the land in which lie live*.

This funding hill provides in effect 
that not to exceed $500,000,000 of the 
am ount owing to the governm ent may 
be funded by taking securities of the 
railroads for that am ount which may 
he purchased and sold by the War Fi­ 
nance Corporation. The bill m akes no 
donations, and does not give the rail­ 
roads a cent. 
Not a dollar Is to he 
given out of the public treasury, nor 
can the bill in uny way increase the 
burden of taxation. The W ar Finance 
Corporation will sell any bonds that 
it receives without recourse and neith­ 
er it nor the government will be lia­ 
ble upon any bond sold. 
Only bonds 
that are well secured will be handled. 


The railroads cannot carry on with­ 
out m arketing a large am ount of se­ 
curities aud all that tile funding bill 
does is to enable the securities to be 
m arketed through government agen­ 
cies, and the companies to get Hie 
cash.

T here seems to be a great deal 
of confusion in tho public mind re 
garding the “railroad funding 
bill 
soon to be taken up as “unfinished 
business" before the Senate. 


This confusion 
is largely due to 
the fact that up to date what discus­ 
sion there has been of the bill has 
been couched in financial terms rather 
than translated into the language of 
the every day citizen. 
And unques­ 
tionably some of it is due to propa­ 
ganda turned loose by those who want 
the railroads forced back into govern­ 
ment ownership. 


This funding bill provides in effect 
that not to exceed $500,000,000 of the 
amount owing to the government may 
be funded by taking securities of the 
railroads for that amount which may 
be purchased and sold by the War Fi­ 
nance Corporation. 
The Iii ll makes no 
donations, and does not give the rail­ 
roads a cent. 
Not a dollar is to be 
given out of the public treasury, nor 
can the bill in any way Increase the 
burden of taxation. 
The War Finance 
Corporation will sell any bonds that 
it receives without recourse and neith­ 
er It nor the government will be lia­ 
ble upon any bond sold. 
Only bonds 
that are well secured will be handled. 


The railroads cannot carry on with­ 
out marketing a large amount of se­ 
curities aud all that the funding bill 
does is to enable the securities to lie 
marketed through government agen­ 
cies, and the companies to get the 
ca sli,

American Legion Was Not Made Up 


OI Capitalists or Interested in 


Capitalists 


In his address State Commander A. 
A. Van Dyke, of St, Paul, said: 
"Members of the American Legion 
and fellow citizens, it is a pleasure to 
talk to you tonight on two subjects, 
both of which I feel very deeply inter­ 
ested in. 


"First, I believe In organized labor. 
I want to tell you why I have a right 
to talk on organized labor. 
I came 
from a family who believe in organ­ 
ized labor. 


“I will start by refuting the state­ 
ment that the American 
Legion 
is 
made up of capitalists or in any way 
interested in capitalists. 
We pill take 
our own state— because it is closest to 
us. 
They say we are interested in 
politics and backing 
the 
capitalist. 
Let us analyze it. 
I have been elected 
leader of the American Legion in Min­ 
nesota and represent the United States 
on the executive committee. 
Take lay 
home life. 
My family 
life, 
if 
you 
please. 
At ail times from the very be­ 
ginning my father and those before 
me, my brothers, and there are seven 
of them living, have believed in the 
rights of organised 
labor. 
We 
be­ 
lieve that lf it is right to allow capital 
to organize to better conditions and 
promote the welfare of the country it 
la also right that labor have * right 
to organize. 
We 
believe 
that. 
My 
brother was not only the first con­ 
gressman elected by union labor in 
Ramsey county but the first man in 
Minnesota elected by union labor. At 
present he 1b at tbe head of one of the 
largest union labor papers 
in 
the 
United States and I am also interested 
in It. 
They tell you the American Le­ 
gion does not believe in union labor. 
Yet the Legion has elected me who 
believes in it, whose family has be­ 
lieved in it, backed it and come out 
for it. 
Does that refute the statement 
or not? 
"They say we are interested in pol­ 
itics, yet God knows this is not a 
democratic state. 
At present I belong 
to the same party as my friends Mur­ 
ray and Johnsou and perhaps always 
will be democrat. 
Yet the American 
Legion has elected me as their leader. 
Going farther, at one time tbe State 
Federation of Labor in the state of 
Minnesota called on the American Le­ 
gion to furnish a representative be­ 
fore their body to answer questions. 
It so happened that I was chosen to 
represent 
the American 
Legion be­ 
fore the state. 
At that place for two 
hours the State Federation of Labor 
organization questioned me individu­ 
ally, collectively— and sometimes ^it 
was collectively. 
They asked me ev­ 
ery question in general and there was 
not one I was not able to answer, and 
when the meeting was over they said 
this: 
‘that there was no reason for 
two or three or four ex-service organ­ 
izations in the state 
of 
Minnesota. 
There was no reason for a multitude 
of war armies, therefore they instruct­ 
ed the state secretary to go together 
with the different organizations of this 
war to see if they could not Join in 
one organization. 
This was done by 
the State Federation of Labor. 
"W e held our meetings 
with 
the 
different organizations of the Amer­ 
ican Legion and so far as I could see 
there was not a .-ervice mao in the 
organizations in 
the 
state 
which 
could not live up to the principles c h 
the American Legion. 
Finally 
we 
came to a rock in one of the or°an- 
izations. 
The leader of that organi­ 
zation had never worn a uniform of 
the soldier of tho United States and 
owing to that fact he could not adopt 
the American Legion of the state of 
Minnesota, so he eventually broke up 
a party and said 
we are going horn 
Into our own camp’, because it was 
impossible for him to join the Amei- 
ican Ijegion. 
He had served in Diaz'» 
army in Mexico and not in the Unit 
ed States and he was a national com 
rounder at that time of the other vet 
erans organization to which I ref • * 
That is why there is 
one 
organiza 
Don today. 
"As to the American Legion and 
union labor, take our 
record 
from 
start to finish, from the local post to 
the national convention. 
There h 
never been a time when the Ameri* ur 
Legion has been any more opposed t« 
union labor than it has been to cap: 
tai. 
We are not endorsing any one 
class of life for we came from ever 
class. 
The men who came from lh 
factory, from the farm, 
from 
thai 
walk of life and this walk 
of 
life 
will go back to that or this walk o 
Jife and be a part of it. 
Therefore it 
is not meet that we go out of our w a. 
to endorse any organization. 
Bu* I 
defy any man, woman or child in th 


United States to abow me where the 
American Legion as a national, state, 
or local organization of thin state has 
done anything In any way to indi­ 
cate that we are opposed to union la. 
bor. 
I have put that defy before th 2 
State Federation of Labor and before 
local federations of labor and it has 
never been made at any time In any 
state. 
If you wish verification of my 
stand on union labor get 
in 
touch 
with Hall, state president, Lawson, 
•tate secretary, also the head oi the 
organization of St. Paul. 
I w ill back 
up each and every statement I hay* 
made. 


" i t the American Legion was op 
posed to union labor they would not 
elect me as their head. 
That stands 
to reaeon. 
We are 
not 
concerns! 
whether an American Legion member 
is an organized labor man, whether 
he is republican or democrat, wheth 
or he is an Irishman or a Jew*. 
We 
are concerned only on one point —is 
he a good American citizen. 
Does he 
believe In his country? 
Will he be 
willing to fight for his country, and 
if need he, will he die for his coun­ 
try? 
That Is the principle which 
m<^t concerns us in the American Le­ 
gion. 


"If a man has any objection to the 
American Legion he should come out 
in the open and answer these' re je c ­ 
tions when they are put before him 
and state his position. 
"I came not so much to talk of or­ 
ganised labor as to talk of the Amer­ 
ican Legion. 
"W h o are we? 
Why are wo? 
ii 
is either the greatest thing that ha * 
ever been given, or the greatest hum­ 
bug that has ever been perpetrated In 
this country.

In thirty vears 
this country bas spent over 8 bill ions. 
or more than the world’s entire stock 
of gold, on its navy alone. 
Nearly 90 
per cent of all our governm ent col­ 
lects and spends goes to prepare lev 
war and to puy for things caused bv 
war. 
No sane country would di arm 
nn<l leave envious neighbor nations 
armed to the 
teeth. 
Disarmament 
must be in concert or not at all. 
The world's suffering peoples must 
not be deceived. 
They should know 
that limitation, reduction or even com­ 
plete disarmament would not bring 
permanent 
peace. 
Unless 
re arm a­ 
ment can be prevented nations soon 
will be obliged to again increase ar 
inamentf. 
The moment one big na 
tion starts to rearm , all other nations 
m ujt do the same. 
Then they will 
spend ten billions on new arm am ents 
for each one billion they now throw 
away.

T hat would end war 
because nations can not light miles 
they can arm.

That is human nature and it 
is history. 
The American representative system 


would be the best model for the pro­ 
posed association of nations. 
It can 
In- modified to fit the limited field. 
Every nation should he represented on 
an agreed fair basis. 
Its assembly 
would enact ail international laws. Its 
world court would enable nations to 
get justice without resorting to war.
